INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

No  notifications.  Arrangements  are  made  for  cases  to  be  removed  to  Scartho  or  Osgodsby. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

1 Male  was  notified. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  new  sewerage  works  are  in  operation.  The  old  settling  tanks  are  retained  to  deal  with 
storm  water.  I have  seen  them  in  operation  when  the  rain-fall  cannot  be  called  excessive. 
I should  prefer  that  all  the  work  is  done  in  the  new  works.  The  old  sewage  reservoir  had  an 
overflow  into  the  beck  that  is  still  there,  and  if  it  were  closed  no  risk  would  occur  of  its  being 
used  when  not  intended.  Some  years  ago  the  overflow  entered  the  beck,  perhaps  oftener  than 
those  who  planned  the  former  works  intended. 

If  the  old  sewage  works  were  not  used,  the  land  would  not  need  keeping  tidy. 

SYPHONS  in  West  Street  and  Market  Place. 

These  were  put  in  in  order  to  enable  sewage  to  go  across  the  drain.  They  are  periodically 
cleaned  and  the  process  causes  some  offence.  As  they  were  put  in  about  fifty  years  ago,  it 
should  be  possible  to  replace  them  by  something  more  modern  : by  enabling  the  sewage  to  de- 
compose (acting  like  a cesspool)  they  can  cause  some  offence  at  the  works. 

WOLD  GRIFT  and  other  Drains  in  the  Area. 

These  are  not  always  as  clean  as  they  might  be,  and  occasional  complaints  are  made  re  smells. 
These  should  be  periodically  cleaned  out  and  kept  clean.  Extra  water  from  outside  flushes  the 
tops  but  does  not  clean  the  bottom  of  the  drains. 

DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

By  tip  in  the  old  sewage  field.  This  is  now  of  fair  size  and  at  times  is  offensive,  especially  if 
for  any  reason  it  catches  fire.  This  tip  is  not  solely  fed  by  household  refuse,  and  that  contains 
some  decomposing  material  as  well  as  ashes.  It  is  not  of  much  use  (in  my  opinion)  requesting 
householders  to  burn  their  refuse — it  has  been  tried.  In  the  summer  fires  are  somewhat  rare 
(seeing  gas  and  electricity  are  available  for  cooking),  and  in  winter  the  lack  of  coal  would 
prevent  any  reduction  of  household  refuse,  even  if  people  would  trouble  to  do  it,  when,  as  they 
say,  they  pay  rates.  I suggest  that  the  Council  seriously  consider  some  further  method  of 
disposal  than  the  tip  system.  If  nothing  further  is  practicable,  the  tip  should  be  dealt  with 
before  its  dimensions  become  unwieldy. 

HOUSING. 

47  Houses  are  planned  for  erection. 

WATER. 

The  water  is  of  good  quality  and  is  analysed  monthly.  I should  suggest  that  the  whole  of  the 
Urban  Area  should  be  water-piped,  and  also  sewage  laid,  so  that  everyone  may  avail  themselves 
of  these  services.  This  would  encourage  extra  building,  with  a corresponding  advantage  to  the 
rateable  value. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

None  now  in  the  Area.  Hence  they  cannot  be  blamed  (as  previously)  for  causing  nasty  smells. 

RATIONING. 

In  my  view,  the  fat  allowance  is  small  and  the  meat  allowance  is  not  enough  for  those  doing 
hard  manual  work.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  are  no  canteens  for  civilians,  and  it 
is  not  easy  for  the  average  inhabitant  to  get  meals  out  (as  in  larger  places).  The  mental  effect 
(due  to  sameness,  queues,  and  sometimes  difficulty  in  procuring  the  rationed  foods),  has  to  be  borne 
in  mind  when  the  question  of  output  of  work  is  considered. 

The  milk  allowance,  as  a rule,  presents  no  difficulty.  The  bulk  of  the  milk  sellers  are  producer 
retailers,  who  are  allowed  to  sell  their  surplus  after  their  rationed  customers  are  considered.
